Fall Irish Potato?*. 


In harvesting the las* of the spring 
crop of Irish potatoes it has doubtless 
been noticed that more rotten tubers 
were found near the surface of the 
soil than deeper down. This is mere­ 
ly an indication of the requirements 
of Irish potatoes. They require cool, 
m oist conditions, which are 
present 
■to a greater degree deeper in the soil 
fct that season of the year. * 
A moist, well drained, clay loam 
soil is best for fall potatoes. Such a 
soil which has been planted for some 
early cultivated crop and kept culti­ 
vated even after the crop has been 
removed should givd good results in 
fall potatoes. Do not take a weed patch 
at about planting time and expect to 
prepare and plant a crop of potatoes 
and reap a good harvest. 
The tubers should be planted from 
the middle of June to the last of July. 
Some use cold storage potatoes for 
seed; that is, tubers kept dormant 
from the previous year, while m a n y 
use tubers from the first crop. In case 
of using tubers from the first crop, 
especially where planting is delay­ 
ed some time after harvesting, they 
should be sprinkled with slaked lime 
and spread out ip some cool place, as 
fthis will give them a natural rest, 
and, again, they are not so ligely to 
Tot 
Lookout Mountain is the standard 
southern second crop and keeps well 
from the fall crop until time to plant 
the next fall crop. Seed of this va­ 
riety should be obtained if possible. 
They are usually advertised in agri­ 
cultural papers. 
The size of the tu­ 
ber is not materially different from 
that of the spring crop, usually larg­ 
er if any different. They should be 


I planted thicker on account of the dif­ 
ficulty of getting a stand. 
Potatoes should 
be 
planted 
six 
inches deep and kept cultivated from 
the tim e they are planted, just the 
same as though they were up, in or­ 
der to conserve the moisture. This 
may be done by means of cultivators 
or harrows. After the potatoes have 
come up their cultivation and care is 
not different from that of the spring 
crop.— I).

The new chattel mortgage law pass­ 
ed by the legislature is now in force. 
It requires the regiscer of deeds to 
cancel all chattel mortgages placed on 
record free of charge when written 
receipts are presented showing that 
all the payments have been made. 
Within ten days after the chattel 
has been paid the mortgagees must 
give a written receipt for the cancel* 
lation or be subject to a fine of $50. 
It is further provided than the regis­ 
ter of deeds must keep on file for 
public information all chattels until 
cancelled. 
The object of the new law is to ef­ 
fect at all times a clear tk le on all 
chattel property. In the past a fee of 
IO cents has been made for all re­ 
leases or assignm ents of mortgages. 
Under this system the party 'to whom 
the release was given often failed to 
file with the register. In this way an- 
examination of the records would not 
determine whether 
a mop gage 
had 
been paid or not. The new law will 
I cause much more work in the regis­ 
ter's office.
